(B) Cargo in containers originally manifested at the port ol shipment landed at wharf loi 
transshipment shall be charged trill wharfage dues as per the scale of rate i.e. loading 
separately and unloading separately. 

(C) General manifest must be produced immediately to the Manager(Cargo) for verification 
by a test check of stuffed cargo in container brought for transshipment 

(D) Information about the arrival and details ot container vessels expected to call at the port, 
should be furnished to the Manager (Cargo) one week in advance. 

(E) Application for allotment of developed area for storage of container should reach to 
Manager (Cargo) in seven days advance. 

< F) The applicant shall accept all risk and responsibilities for goods stored at the rental space 
so allotted and make his own security arrangements. 

(G) No container should be lclt over on the wharf/dock area so as to pose a hindrance to the 
port operations. 

(H) Containers shall always be stacked properly in a row as per the container yard plan and if 
required, to be stacked one over the other, a maximum of three in height wall be 
permitted. 

(t) For shifting the container from container yard to freight station or other developed areas, 
the shipper will be charged according to the scale of rates under Schedule - II Part-B. 

(j) The charges under this part shall be in addition to the wharlage cm the container and on 
the containerised cargo and other charges for the various services rendered as provided 
under different parts of this notification.”
